W ashington, July 28.—The extraor­ 
dinary session of oongreee which has 
Just closed was called by President Mc­ 
Kinley two days after he took the oath 
of office on the steps of the capitol to 
meet March 15. 
The special message 
transm itted by him to both houses on 
the opening day was brief. 
It explained 
the deficiencies in the revenues, re­ 
viewed the bond issues of the last ad­ 
ministration and urged congress prompt­ 
ly to correct the then existing condition 
by passing a tariff Mil that would sup­ 
ply ample m rtn — for the support of 
the government and the liquidation of 
the public debt. 
No other subject of 
legislation was mentioned. 
Three days after the s»**don opened 
the tariff bill was reported to the house 
by the ways and means committee and 
18 days later, March 31, 1S‘.»7 it passed 
the house. 
It went to the senate and 
exactly two mouths later, July 7, it 
passtnl that body with 872 amendments. 
The ball then weut to conference where, 
after a 10-day 
struggle, 
a complete 
agreement was reached by which the 
senate receded from 11* amendments 
and the house from 511. Tin- others, 
248 in number, were compromised. 
The conference report was adopted by 
the house July 10 aud by the senate 
July 24. 
The bill was aigmd by the 
president the same day. 
Congress did not devote its attention 
entrrelv to the tariff.

throughout the country, the senate re­ 
jected the treaty. 
The Hawaiian treaty of annexation, 
negotiated bv President McKinley, iv e 
still ^unacted upon when congress ad- 
Jaurned. 
In open session after much debate the 
senate pi»1.!« d the Caban btdUgerency 
resolution, a bankrupt« > biU. including 
both voluntary and involuntary features, 
aud the “fr» c home*” bill.

W a s h in g t o n , July 28.—On Saturday, 
immediately after tho passage of the 
tariff bill, President McKinley sent to 
Congress a message on the currency 
question, in which he referred to the 
kubjeet of establishing the currency and 
hanking system oil a better basis as oqe 
pf very groat importance. 
In the eoursp 
the message he said; “The souqt)- 
pt»ss of our dgrrencf is noivhere ques­ 
tioned. No loss am conic to its holders. 
It is the system which should be simpli­ 
fied aud strengthened. 
Keeping our 
money just as good as it is now with 
less expense to the government and our 
people. 
The sentiment of the oountry 
is strongly ju favor of early action by 
congress in this direction, to revise our 
currency laws aud remove them from 
partisan 
contention.

president 
made no other recommendation than the 
appointment of a monetary commUsiou, 
along the lino* suggested by the Indian­ 
apolis monetary 
conference, “whose 
duty it shall bo to make recommends 
cions of wlia fever changes inoUT present
